JOINT RESOLUTION 
To approve the 2023 Agreement to Amend the U.S.-FSM 

Compact, and related agreements, between the Govern-

ment of the United States of America and the Govern-

ment of the Federated States of Micronesia, the 2023 

Agreement to Amend the U.S.-RMI Compact, and cer-

tain related agreements between the Government of the 

United States of America and the Government of the 
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Republic of the Marshall Islands, and the 2023 U.S.- 

Palau Compact Review Agreement between the Govern-

ment of the United States of America and the Govern-

ment of the Republic of Palau, to appropriate funds 

to carry out the agreements, and for other purposes. 

Whereas the United States (in accordance with the Trustee-

ship Agreement for the Trust Territory of the Pacific Is-

lands, the United Nations Charter, and the objectives of 

the international trusteeship system of the United Na-

tions) fulfilled its obligations to promote the development 

of the people of the Trust Territory toward self-govern-

ment or independence, as appropriate, to the particular 

circumstances of the Trust Territory and the people of 

the Trust Territory and the freely expressed wishes of 

the people concerned; 

Whereas the United States, the Federated States of Micro-

nesia, and the Republic of the Marshall Islands entered 

into the Compact of Free Association set forth in section 

201 of the Compact of Free Association Act of 1985 (48 

U.S.C. 1901 note; Public Law 99–239) and the United 

States and the Republic of Palau entered into the Com-

pact of Free Association set forth in section 201 of Pub-

lic Law 99–658 (48 U.S.C. 1931 note) to create and 

maintain a close and mutually beneficial relationship; 

Whereas the ‘‘Compact of Free Association, as amended, be-

tween the Government of the United States of America 

and the Government of the Federated States of Micro-

nesia’’, the ‘‘Compact of Free Association, as amended, 

between the Government of the United States of America 

and the Government of the Republic of the Marshall Is-

lands’’, and related agreements were signed by the Gov-

ernment of the United States and the Governments of 
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the Federated States of Micronesia and the Republic of 

the Marshall Islands and approved, as applicable, by sec-

tion 201 of the Compact of Free Association Amend-

ments Act of 2003 (48 U.S.C. 1921 note; Public Law 

108–188); 

Whereas the ‘‘Agreement between the Government of the 

United States of America and the Government of the Re-

public of Palau Following the Compact of Free Associa-

tion Section 432 Review’’, was signed by the Government 

of the United States and the Government of the Republic 

of Palau on September 3, 2010, and amended on Sep-

tember 19, 2018; 

Whereas, on May 22, 2023, the United States signed the 

‘‘Agreement between the Government of the United 

States of America and the Government of the Republic 

of Palau Resulting From the 2023 Compact of Free As-

sociation Section 432 Review’’; 

Whereas, on May 23, 2023, the United States signed 3 

agreements related to the U.S.-FSM Compact of Free 

Association, including an Agreement to Amend the Com-

pact, as amended, a new fiscal procedures agreement, 

and a new trust fund agreement and on September 28, 

2023, the United States signed a Federal Programs and 

Services agreement related to the U.S.-FSM Compact of 

Free Association; and 

Whereas, on October 16, 2023, the United States signed 3 

agreements relating to the U.S.-RMI Compact of Free 

Association, including an Agreement to Amend the Com-

pact, as amended, a new fiscal procedures agreement, 

and a new trust fund agreement: Now, therefore, be it 
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Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives1

of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 3

This joint resolution may be cited as the ‘‘Compact 4

of Free Association Amendments Act of 2023’’. 5

SEC. 2. DEFINITIONS. 6

In this joint resolution: 7

(1) 1986 COMPACT.—The term ‘‘1986 Com-8

as amended, between the Government of the United 19

States of America and the Government of the Fed-20

erated States of Micronesia’’ set forth in section 21

201(a) of the Compact of Free Association Amend-22

ments Act of 2003 (48 U.S.C. 1921 note; Public 23

Law 108–188). 24

(3) AUTHORITY OF PRESIDENT.—Notwith-8

standing section 101(f) of the Compact of Free As-9

sociation Amendments Act of 2003 (48 U.S.C. 10

1921(f)), the President is authorized to bring into 11

force and implement the agreements described in 12

paragraphs (1) and (2). 13

(b) REPUBLIC OF THE MARSHALL ISLANDS.— 14

force and implement the agreements described in 3

paragraphs (1) and (2). 4

(c) REPUBLIC OF PALAU.— 5

Review Agreement, as submitted to Congress on 7

June 15, 2023, is approved. 8

(2) AUTHORITY OF PRESIDENT.—The President 9

is authorized to bring into force and implement the 10

(d) AMENDMENTS, CHANGES, OR TERMINATION TO 12

COMPACTS AND CERTAIN AGREEMENTS.— 13

(1) IN GENERAL.—Any amendment to, change 14

to, or termination of all or any part of the 2023 15

Amended U.S.-FSM Compact, 2023 Amended U.S.- 16

RMI Compact, or the U.S.-Palau Compact, by mu-17

tual agreement or unilateral action of the Govern-18

ment of the United States, shall not enter into force 19

until the date on which Congress has incorporated 20

the applicable amendment, change, or termination 21

into an Act of Congress. 22

(2) ADDITIONAL ACTIONS AND AGREEMENTS.— 23

In addition to the Compacts described in paragraph 24
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(1), the requirements of that paragraph shall apply 1

to— 2

(A) any action of the Government of the 3

United States under the 2023 Amended U.S.- 4

FSM Compact, 2023 Amended U.S.-RMI Com-5

pact, or U.S.-Palau Compact, including an ac-6

tion taken pursuant to section 431, 441, or 442 7

of the 2023 Amended U.S.-FSM Compact, 8

2023 Amended U.S.-RMI Compact, or U.S.- 9

Palau Compact; 10

(B) any amendment to, change to, or ter-11

mination of— 12

(i) the agreement described in section 13

462(a)(2) of the 2023 Amended U.S.-FSM 14

(ii) the agreement described in section 16

462(a)(5) of the 2023 Amended U.S.-RMI 17

Compact; 18

(iii) an agreement concluded pursuant 19

to section 265 of the 2023 Amended U.S.- 20

(iv) an agreement concluded pursuant 22

to section 265 of the 2023 Amended U.S.- 23

RMI Compact; 24
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(v) an agreement concluded pursuant 1

(e) ENTRY INTO FORCE OF FUTURE AMENDMENTS 19

TO SUBSIDIARY AGREEMENTS.—An agreement between 20

the United States and the Government of the Federated 21

States of Micronesia, the Government of the Republic of 22

the Marshall Islands, or the Government of the Republic 23

of Palau that would amend, change, or terminate any sub-24

sidiary agreement or portion of a subsidiary agreement 25
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(other than an amendment to, change to, or termination 1

of an agreement described in subsection (d)) shall not 2

enter into force until the date that is 90 days after the 3

date on which the President has transmitted to the Presi-4

dent of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Rep-5

resentatives— 6

(1) the agreement to amend, change, or termi-7

nate the subsidiary agreement; 8

(2) an explanation of the amendment, change, 9

or termination; 10

(3) a description of the reasons for the amend-11

ment, change, or termination; and 12

(4) in the case of an agreement that would 13

amend, change, or terminate any agreement de-14

scribed in section 462(b)(3) of the 2023 Amended 15

U.S.-FSM Compact or the 2023 Amended U.S.-RMI 16

Compact, a statement by the Secretary of Labor 17

that describes— 18

(A) the necessity of the amendment, 19

change, or termination; and 20

(B) any impacts of the amendment, 21

change, or termination. 22

SEC. 4. AGREEMENTS WITH FEDERATED STATES OF MICRO-23

NESIA. 24

(a) LAW ENFORCEMENT ASSISTANCE.— 25
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(1) IN GENERAL.—Pursuant to sections 222 1

and 224 of the 2023 Amended U.S.-FSM Compact, 2

the United States shall provide nonreimbursable 3

technical and training assistance, as appropriate, in-4

cluding training and equipment for postal inspection 5

of illicit drugs and other contraband, to enable the 6

Government of the Federated States of Micronesia— 7

(A) to develop and adequately enforce laws 8

of the Federated States of Micronesia; and 9

(B) to cooperate with the United States in 10

the enforcement of criminal laws of the United 11

States. 12

(2) USE OF APPROPRIATED FUNDS.—Funds ap-13

propriated pursuant to subsection (j) of section 105 14

of the Compact of Free Association Amendments 15

Act of 2003 (48 U.S.C. 1921d) (as amended by sec-16

tion 8(j)) may be used in accordance with section 17

102(a) of the Compact of Free Association Amend-18

ments Act of 2003 (48 U.S.C. 1921a(a)). 19

(b) UNITED STATES APPOINTEES TO JOINT ECO-20

NOMIC MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE.— 21

(1) IN GENERAL.—The 3 United States ap-22

pointees (which are composed of the United States 23

chair and 2 other members from the Government of 24

the United States) to the Joint Economic Manage-25
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ment Committee established under section 213 of 1

the 2023 Amended U.S.-FSM Compact (referred to 2

in this subsection as the ‘‘Committee’’) shall— 3

(A) be voting members of the Committee; 4

and 5

(B) continue to be officers or employees of 6

the Federal Government. 7

(2) TERM; APPOINTMENT.—The 3 United 8

States members of the Committee described in para-9

graph (1) shall be appointed for a term of 2 years 10

as follows: 11

(A) 1 member shall be appointed by the 12

Secretary of State, in consultation with the Sec-13

retary of the Treasury. 14

(B) 1 member shall be appointed by the 15

Secretary of the Interior, in consultation with 16

the Secretary of the Treasury. 17

(C) 1 member shall be appointed by the 18

Interagency Group on Freely Associated States 19

established under section 7(d)(1). 20

(3) REAPPOINTMENT.—A United States mem-21

ber of the Committee appointed under paragraph (2) 22

may be reappointed for not more than 2 additional 23

2-year terms. 24
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(4) QUALIFICATIONS.—Not fewer than 2 1

United States members of the Committee appointed 2

under paragraph (2) shall be individuals who— 3

(A) by reason of knowledge, experience, or 4

training, are especially qualified in accounting, 5

auditing, budget analysis, compliance, grant ad-6

ministration, program management, or inter-7

national economics; and 8

(B) possess not less than 5 years of full- 9

time experience in accounting, auditing, budget 10

analysis, compliance, grant administration, pro-11

gram management, or international economics. 12

(5) NOTICE.— 13

(A) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 90 days 14

after the date of appointment of a United 15

States member of the Committee under para-16

graph (2), the Secretary of the Interior shall 17

notify the appropriate committees of Congress 18

that an individual has been appointed as a vot-19

ing member of the Committee under that para-20

graph, including a statement prepared by the 21

Secretary of the Interior attesting to the quali-22

fications of the member described in paragraph 23

(4), subject to subparagraph (B). 24
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(B) REQUIREMENT.—For purposes of a 1

statement required under subparagraph (A)— 2

(i) in the case of a member appointed 3

under paragraph (2)(A), the Secretary of 4

the Interior shall compile information on 5

the member provided to the Secretary of 6

the Interior by the Secretary of State on 7

request of the Secretary of the Interior; 8

and 9

(ii) in the case of a member appointed 10

under paragraph (2)(C), the Secretary of 11

the Interior shall compile information on 12

the member provided to the Secretary of 13

the Interior by the Interagency Group on 14

Freely Associated States established under 15

section 7(d)(1) on request of the Secretary 16

of the Interior. 17

(6) REPORTS TO CONGRESS.—Not later than 18

90 days after the date on which the Committee re-19

ceives or completes any report required under the 20

2023 Amended U.S.-FSM Compact, or any related 21

subsidiary agreement, the Secretary of the Interior 22

shall submit the report to the appropriate commit-23

tees of Congress. 24
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(7) NOTICE TO CONGRESS.—Not later than 90 1

days after the date on which the Government of the 2

Federated States of Micronesia submits to the Com-3

mittee a report required under the 2023 Amended 4

U.S.-FSM Compact, or any related subsidiary agree-5

ment, the Secretary of the Interior shall submit to 6

the appropriate committees of Congress— 7

(A) if the report is submitted by the appli-8

cable deadline, written notice attesting that the 9

report is complete and accurate; or 10

(B) if the report is not submitted by the 11

applicable deadline, written notice that the re-12

port has not been timely submitted. 13

(c) UNITED STATES APPOINTEES TO JOINT TRUST 14

FUND COMMITTEE.— 15

(1) IN GENERAL.—The 3 United States voting 16

members (which are composed of the United States 17

chair and 2 other members from the Government of 18

the United States) to the Joint Trust Fund Com-19

mittee established pursuant to the agreement de-20

scribed in section 462(b)(5) of the 2023 Amended 21

U.S.-FSM Compact (referred to in this subsection as 22

the ‘‘Committee’’) shall continue to be officers or 23

employees of the Federal Government. 24
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(2) TERM; APPOINTMENT.—The 3 United 1

States members of the Committee described in para-2

graph (1) shall be appointed for a term not more 3

than 2 years as follows: 4

(A) 1 member shall be appointed by the 5

Secretary of State. 6

(B) 1 member shall be appointed by the 7

Secretary of the Interior. 8

(C) 1 member shall be appointed by the 9
